PJcturesquft 
Headgear 
No 
Longer 


Worn by American Soldleri on 


the Fighting Front*. 


The slouch hut has for many years 


been recorded in Europe EB dlatlnctlTe- 
ly American, although for as many 
years H 1ms been no more commonly 
worn In the United States than in the 
British Isles, and over a considerable 
part of the continent 
Nevertheless, 


the typic.nl American is almost invari- 
ably pictured in a soft hat, and the soft 
felts worn by the soldiers of the 
American 
expeditionary 
forces 
to 


France helped, to abstain the tradition. 
In the Civil war the soldiers of the 
North wore caps. 
Soft felts -were 


chosen for soldiers operating against 
the Indians on the plains because they 
were supposed to afford greater protec- 
tion than raps from the glare. They be- 
came a regulation head covering for 
th* srm.v in the Spanish-American war, 
and, because they matched the kbakl 
uniform, they liave been In use ever 
since. 
Now, however. General Per- 


shins is said to have decided that these 
hats must be discarded In favor of 
brimless and peakless caps, and tbe 
reason for the proposed change Is 
characteristic of the period that has 
introduced into war so many innova- 
tions. The rim* of the soft felt hat 
throws' a shadow on the periscope 
used in the trenches so as to interfere 
with sighting by the wearer; also, 
when worn by tall men, the crown may 
be seen above the parapets by the en- 
my; also, a gas mask can he adjusted 
much more quickly over a brimless aad 
•penfcless cap.

Mineral In Japan. 


The high-water mark in the devel- 


opment of zinc mining and refining to. 
.Tnpan has been reached since the out- 
break nf the present war. 
Zinc was 


first mined In a commercial way In' 
1S07, bat even as late n't 1911 the out- 
put was still only nbeut 10,000 tons. 
The refining ot the ores was not start- 
ed on a large scale until 1914. 
The 


•rising quotations of the metal in all' 
markets gave the industry great Im- 
petus in Japan, so that in 1015 21,000 
tons of refined goods and In 1916 4*v 
000 tons were produced. 
It is estt' 


mated that the production in 1!)17 to- 
taled some GD.OOO tons. 
It Is said 


that the refineries can produce as 
high us 100,000 tons a year, but as 
tliis takes some 250.000 tons of zinc 
cire the -problem before Japan is to 
obtain 200,000 tons of ore In foreign 
markets, as only SO.OOO tons are mined 
in Japan, lii the past Japan has bought 
ore from China, Australia and Russia, 
the greater part of the ore, however, 
cmuinp .from Austrnlia. It has been 
rnwrttK! thnt Great Britain plaas a re- 
finery in Australia in order to produce 
.zinc in that portion of her empire. If 
true. this. It is said, may force Jap.™ 
to .set'k her raw material in scree other 
nuirket.

weigh not more than three pounds, ac- 
cording to reffuJatJons announced by 
the war department. Bores for men 
in the navy, however, may weigh twen- 
ty pounds. • 
t 


The regulations governing Christ- 


mas packages tot soldiers have ju^t 
tieen completed after conferences be- 
;ween the war and postofflce depnrt* 
ments and the American Red Cross. 


"The men themselves ^'if! decide 


who Is to send these parcels. They ar* 
now receiving Christmas parcel labels 
ivfth instructions to mail these labels 
lo the person in this country from 
ivhom they wish to receive the holiday 
box. 


"No Christmas parcels will be ac- 


cepted for shipment after Nov. 20. 
J*he cardboard boxes or cartons to be 
provided for these parcels nre 3 inches 
?y 4 inches by i) inches In size. When 
picked, irrspi*Hl, and ready for raaJJ- 
jig these hosts must not weigh more 
:han thr« pounds." 
. The American Red Cross has agreed 
to provide these cardboard boxes and 
to supervise their distribution to rela- 
tives tit tho soldiers who present the 
proper Christmas parcel label credeu- 
iinla. The following Is nn outline of 
fhe procedure Co he follower} by per- 
sons planning to semi one of these pnr- 
ceiB abroad: 


On receiving; one of these Christmas 


parcel labels ft should !•• presented at 
ihe nearest chapter, branch, or tiui- 
Wary headquarters of the Red Cross, 
where the holder will receive a carton. 
These labels are not expected to renrh 
thfs country before Nov. T, bnt by 
that time each Ued, Cross branch will 
have its allotment of bores, based on 
the number of soldier!! in service over- 
seas from that community. 


These boxes may he filled with any 


•omblnation of prohibited articles, ex- 


cept those OE the list barred by the 
postnl officiate. The articles prohibited 
aru ail Intoxicating liquors, all Inflam- 
mable 
material, 
Utc'Qdfng 
friction 


matches, nnd" uny composition likely 
to Ignite or explode (cigarette lighters 
come under this.clfiesiflcutfnn), liquors 
and fragile articles, improperly packed. 
Under the regulations no note or mes- 
sage or written natter of any kind 
will be permitted to remata In the 
bores. 


When lthe package has been pack- 


erf it should be taken, unwrapped an'l 
annealed, together with the label and 
sufficient stamps, to the nearest col- 
lection centet designated by the Red 
Cross. After the package has passed 
the Inspection of the Red Cross rep- 
resentatives the Christmas label bear- 
in? the address of the man for whom 
it Is Intended Is placed on tL The per- 
son sending the package, Jn the pres- 
ence of the Red Cross worker. Is re- 
quired to affix stamps, sufficient to car- 
ry It to Hoboketj, N. J.
